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Continuation of 13. Other: A Fourth Supplemental Reissue Declaration filed January 17, 2008 under 37 CFR 1.172 and 1.175 is 
acknowledged. 

In the last Office Action, which was a Final Rejection, claim 9 remained rejected under 35 U.S.C 102 (a) as being anticipated by Metra et 
al., Journal of the American College of Cardiology. In setting forth the reasons why the rejection was maintained, the Examiner stated the 
present claims fail to recite a "rate." See page 6. This statement was not intended to be a suggestion or a directive, but rather merely an 
observation. The term mortality "rate" is not deemed to be new matter. However, mortality "rate," as stated in claim 9, cannot be reduced 
to a single subject. It would have reasonably been reduced in a group of subjects. Therefore, the presentation of the term constitutes 
new matter. Further, since the term "rate" can only apply to a group of patients, the claim is confusing. 
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
